New Delhi, the 20th June, 1989 

S.O, 474(E):—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by clause (3) of article 77 of the Constitution, the 
President hereby malces the following rules further 
to amend the Government of India (Allocation of 
Business) Rules, 1961, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Government 
of India (Allocation of Bu.siness) (Two hundred and 
first Amendment) Rules, 1989. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. In the Government of India (Allocation of 
Business) Rules, 1961, in the Second Schedule, under 
the heading ^‘MINISTRY OF COMMUNICATIONS 
fSANCHAR MANTRALAYA)”, under the sub- 
heading “B. DEPARTMENT OF TELECOMMU^ 
NICATIONS (DOORSANCHAR V1BHAG)^^ for 
the existing entries, the following entries shall be 
substituted namely :— 

‘T. Implementation of treaties and agreements 
with other countries relating to matters dealt 
with in the Department of Telecommunica¬ 
tions; 

2, Execution of works including purchase and 
acquisition of land debitablo to the capital 
budget pertaining to telecommunications. 

3. Telegraphs, telephones, wireless, data, fasci- 
inile and telematic services and other like 
forms of communications, 

4, Indian Telephone Industries Limited, Hindus¬ 
tan Teleprinters Limited, Mahanagar Tele¬ 

phone Nigam Limited, Videsh Sanchar Nigam 
Limited, and Telecommunications Consultants 
(India) Limited, 

5. International relations in matters connected 

with telecommunications, including matters 

relating to all international bodies dealing with 
telecommunications such as, International 

Telecommunication Onion (ITU),International 
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Frequency Regulation Board(IFRB), Consul¬ 
tative Committee on International Telegrapli 
and Telephones (CCITT), Consultative 
Committee on International Radio (CCIR), 
International Telecommunication Sattclite 
Organisation (INTELS ^1), International 
Maritime Sattclite Organisation (INMAR¬ 
SAT), Asia Pacific Telecommunication (ATP), 

6- Promotion of Research and Development in 
telecommunications and matters relating to 
Telecom. Research Centre, 

7* All matters relating to personnel under the 
control of the Department of Telecommuni¬ 
cations, 

8, All matters relating to Centre for Development 
of Telematics (C-DOT), 

9. Financial assistance for the furtherance of 
research and study in telecommunications 
technology and for building up adequately 
trained manpower for telecom programme, 
including— 

(i) assistance to institutions, assistance to 
scientific institutions and to universities 
for advanced scientific study and research; 
and 


(ii) grant of scholarships to students in 
educational institutions ail otliir forms 
of financial aid to individuals including 
those going abroad for studies in the 
field of telecommunications, 

10. Procurement of stores ail equip n^it req lirel 
by the Department of Telecommunications, 

IJ, Financial sanctions relating to the Department 
of Telecommunications, 

12. Offences against laws with respect to any of 
the matters in this list, 

13. Enquiries and statistics for piirp3se of any 
of the matters in this list, 

14. Fees in respect of any of the matters in this 
list, but not including fees taken in any 
court,”
